The properiy of the TPetersbure iren-
Works Company, located in this city and in
the counties of Dotetourt and Alleghany,
was sold ut auetion to-day under a deed of
trust.  The tract of land lying in theabove
cotnties, eontaining 9,500 acres, and known
as the * Roaring-Run Furnace™ tract, with
all its improvements, waog sold for §5.300.
Tt was purchased by J. Wesley Friend,
{rustee  of the Citizens Bank. This
tract  was  operated by the Confed-
erate States (overnment, and the iron-
ore used in {he manufacture of eannon for
proseeuting the war, The brick machine-
sliop in this city, (wo stories high, about
186 feet long, with a brick foundry build-
ing 116 feet long and 78 feet wide, and all
the machinery, tools, and (ixtures, were
bousht by the trustec of the Citizens Bank
for 210,600, « The bank is said to hold a
mortzaze on the property. The brick ma-
chine-shop, two, three, and four ktories
high. adjoining, on Old street, with a large
Irick blacksmith-shiop, were bought by
Messrs, Tuppey & Steel for §5,000. It is
aenernlly regarded that  the property sold
very low,

Mr, W, . Baldwir, for ten years pust
the lichthouse-keeper at Jordan's Point,
has been removed, and bis place filled by
David . Batts (colored), of this city, who
took charge vesterday.

It is learned that the lurricane which
awent through Prince George county last
Thursday evening was one of very narrow
w'd'l, and therefere was productive of
coinparatively litde damage,  Nearly every-
ihing in the way of houses and trees in its
course, however, was destroyed. The es-
cape of the fawily of Mr, W. B. Aldridge,
mentioned in a previous letter, was a very
narrow one,  Mrs. Aldridge, as she leit the
door with her infant in ber arms, was
kuocked senseless by a piece of timber,
When she recovered consciousness she
found Ler child elinging to ber breast, Her
oidest child, who attempted to escape with
her and was caught and killed under the
falling timbers, was at first thougbt to have
ireen blown away by the wind, and search
was made for her all night. It was not un-
til Friday morning that her erushed reimaing
were found under the house.

The ecolored Baptist church at Prince
Georre Courthouse, which was recently
burned heecause of the sharp dissensions
which had long existed among the members
of the congregation, is to be rebuilt on the
old site, It has always been thought that
the Louse was fired by some of the pious
brethren of the congregation to settle a mat-
ter of dispute.

'The bill was reported from the
Judiciary Committee, and provides that so
much of the net earnings of the Union and
Cerral Pacific road: be set aside aunually
and put at interest ag will by the year 1900
pay the principal and interest of the bonds
guaranteed by the Government for said
roads. This amount is variously estimated,
but the best senatorial authority puts it be-
tween $180,000,000 and $200,000,000. 1 am
sure the Lill will pass, and with the aid of
those who have the best opportunity of

TWO CHINESE BILLS RILLED.

tion whieh they have before them, - If Sena-
tor Sargent wants an adverse report be can
have it, and if he desires thesc bills to slcep
in committee this favor will be granted him.
One Dbill prohibits a vessel from bringing
more than ten Chinese at a trip, and the
other imposes a tax of $75 on esch China-
‘man brought to the United States. The ob-
jection to the bills was not that senators are
opposed to discouraging Chinese from com-
ing into the couuntry, but because they be-
lieve the bills referred to are antagonistic to
the existing treaty betw:en the United
States and China.

the shores of the Levanf, and in the im-
mediate neizliborhood of the Suez canal.
1t cannot be otherwise than a matter of ex-
treme solicitude to this country that the
Government to whieh this jurisdiction be-
longs should be so closely pressed by politi-
cal outposts of a zreatly superior Power
that itsindependent action, and even exist-
ence, iz impossible, These results arise not
so much from the language of any single
article in the trealy as from the operation of
the instrument as a whole. A discussion
limited to articles selected b one Power in
the congress would be an illusory remedy
for dangers to Euglish interests and to the
permanent peace in Europe, which would
result from the state of things which the
tresty proposes to establish.”
